base. 
The appearance o f the carriage with 
Mrs. Hendricks an$ the visiting go vern­ 
o rs was the signal fo r the firing o f a 
salute o f nine guns by the light artillery 
battery and the ex ercises were fo rthw ith 
inaugurated w ith an o verture by the 
band. Then the scho o l childrens' cho rus, 
led by Pro fesso r Henry M. Butler, sang 
“The Mo del Republic”" w ith superb ef­ 
fect. 
Go verno r A. P. Ho vey called the 
gathering to o rder in a very few wo rds, 
ex tending a hearty welco me to the visi­ 
to rs fro m abro ad, and paving a brief 
tribute to the memo ry o f the m an they 
had m et to ho no r. 
He co ncluded by in­ 
stalling Ho n. Frederick Rand, president 
o f the m o num ent asso ciatio n, as presid­ 
ing o fficer. 
The latter in turn intro ­ 
duced Rev. Jo seph £ . Jenkes, o f St. 
Paul's church, who led the gathering in 
prayer. 
A fter a selectio n by the Hendricks 
club band, President Rand made a 
succinct histo rical statem ent narrating 
the circumstances 
under which the 
mo vement fo r the m o nument had o rig­ 
inated; the am o unts co ntributed by the 
several states and the to tal ex penditures. 
The hymn “Am erica” was then sung by 
the cho rus and audience.

As the last no tes died away Mrs. Hen­ 
dricks ro se and gently pulled the ro t>e, 
causing the canvas to recede, and dis­ 
clo sing the life-sized statue that cro wned 
the pedestal. 
Applause, lo ud and pro ­ 
lo nged, greeted the successful culm ina­ 
tio n o f enterprise, while to add to the 
din, a salute o f nine guns, o ne fo r each 
letter o f the name “Hendricks” was 
fired by the battery, and “Co lumbia” 
was rendered by the co mbined bands. 
W hen silence had o nce mo re been re­ 
sto red, the dedicato ry o de “H endricks.” 
w ritten by Jam es W hitco m b Riley was 
impressively read by Pro fesso r Fisher, 
o f Hano ver co llege. 
Fo llo wing this, “The New" Natio nal 
H ym n,” was rendered 
by the male 
cho ro us, and the battle hymn o f the re­ 
public by the scho o l children. 
Senato r Turpie, the o rato r o f the day, 
upo n being intro duced, was received 
w ith lo ng co ntinued cheers. 
At the co nclusio n o f his address the 
o rato r received ano ther o vatio n as he re­ 
tired. 
“The True P atrio t” was rendered by 
the male cho rus, the audience and scho o l 
children jo ined in the stirring strains o f 
“The Star Spangled B anner,” and with 
the pro no uncing o f the benedictio n by 
Right Rev. Silas C hatard, bisho p o f Vin­ 
cennes, the event o f the day was bro ught 
to a fitting co nclusio n. 


THE HENDRICKS_ MONUMENT. 


D escrip tion of th e P ed estal, S tatu e and 
O rn am entation. 
The co st o f the entire wo rk, pedestal, 
statue and o rnam entatio n, is figured at 
$40,000, and it is said that no wo rk 
equal to it has ever been co m pleted fo r 
the same am o unt o f mo ney. 
The pedestal is o f light co ral granite 
fro m the Bavano quarries in Italy, and 
it, w ith the fo undatio ns, is being put in 
lace under the perso nal supervisio n o f 
ir. C. B. Canfield, president o f the 
New England M o nument co mpany. 
The pedestal stands o n a base tw enty- 
nine feet lo ng and twenty-o ne feet wide, 
co nsisting o f three co urses, 
fo rm ing 
steps abo ut twelve inches wide. In each 
side o f the m o num ent is a niche, the 
o ne in the fro nt co ntaining deco ratio ns, 
the o ne to the west being vacant, and 
tho se to the no rth and so uth co ntaining 
figures o f Justice and Histo ry. 
Fo ur 
fluted co lums are at the co rners, each 
surm o unted by a glo be. 
Over these is 
the do me sto ne, bearing the cap die o n 
which stands the statue which cro wns 
he wo rk. 
The fro nt niche bears the name Hen­ 
dricks in sunken letters. 
This is the 
o nly inscriptio n o n the m o nument. 
Be­ 
neath is a bro nze w reath o f laurel and 
o ak leaves, which is abo ut three feet in 
diam eter. 
The casting o f this wrreath 
was do ne at the ro yal fo undry at Ro me, 
and the w reath itself was a prize ex hi­ 
bitio n 
at Paris, where the sculpto r 
who has the co ntract fo r the who le wo rk 
bo ught it. 
N atural leaves were used 
fo r the mo dels. 
Mr. Hendricks' statue is o f co urse the 
principal thing o f no te in the m o nu­ 
ment. 
It is o ? hero ic size and will face 
to the so utheast. 
It is fo urteen feet six 
inches in height, and is cast—as is each 
o f the two figures o f Justice and His­ 
to ry —in a single piece w itho ut a seam. 
This is do ne by the ‘ wax mo lding pro ­ 
cess,” which was a lo st art fo r 300 years, 
and is no w o nly practiced at the ro yal 
fo undry at Ro me and o ne in Flo rence. 
Mr. R. H. Parks, the sculpto r, wo rked 
directly fro m the death mask and fro m 
caref ui m easurements o f the bo dy o f the 
illustrio us statesm an, and after m o nths 
o f wo rk pro duced a clav mo del that 
weighed 13,000 po unds. 
This was put 
thro ugh the pro cess alluded to , and the 
result is the statue, weighing a to n and

The questio n might reaso nably be 
asked—What remedy is pro po sed fo r the 
evil o f lo ng litigatio n and the practical 
denial o f justice resulting fro m the o ver­ 
cro wded co nditio n o f o ur State Supreme 
Qo nrt do cket ? Altho ugh the five judges 
no w o n the benches are labo rio us and 
very attentive to their duties, they have 
so far fo und it impo ssible to keep up 
with 
the current o f 
business co n­ 
stantly flo wing in upo n them. 
Instead 
o f gradually clearing np the do cket and 
getting business in such shape that 
parties can speedily o btain a decisio n 
o f their cases, they are no w co mpelled 
to wait fro m two to three y ears. 
At 
this time the Co urt is clo se upo n three 
y ears in arrears. 
If there were any 
pro spects that this mo st undesirable 
state o f affairs wo uld reach an end, it 
might be bo rne with patience. 
But 
there is no such pro spect. 
New cases 
are co ming up far mo re rapidly than 
decisio ns are being made, and the 
pro bability is that litigants hereafter 
will be co mpelled to wait much lo nger 
than hereto fo re fo r a decisio n o f their 
cases. 
The effect is a practical failure o f 
the laws to pro tect the peo ple in the po s­ 
sessio n and enjo y ment o f their pro perty 
and their rights. 
In many cases just 
causes o f actio n will be abando ned 
thro ugh the unwillingness o f parties to 
enter upo n a lo ng, tireso me lawsuit. 
In o thers, unscrupulo us parties will 
avail themselves o f the lo ng delay se 
cured by an appeal to the Supreme 
Co urt, to defeat just claims. 
Io this 
respect the present co nditio n o f the 
Co urt is highly unsatisfacto ry . 
Per­ 
haps the wisdo m o f o ur legislatio n will 
suggest a remedy . 


William Mitchell, edito r o f the Green­ 
field Demo crat, o penly o ppo sed the no m­ 
inatio n o f Mr. Puntenney , edito r o f the 
Jackso nian, fo r the jo int Senato rship; 
altho ugh the bad faith with which the 
latter was treated by Hanco ck co unty 
Demo crats in 1886, entitled him to their 
suppo rt no w.

eighteenth day of March, 1863, at Russellv ille, 
Kentuckv , by reason of surgeon’s certificate 
of disability . No objection to his being re- 
enlisted is known to ex ist. Said J ames M. 
Felts was born in Logan county , in the State 
of Kentucky , is eighteen y ears of age, six 
feet three and one-half inches high, dark 
complex ion, dark ey es and dark hair, and by 
occupation when enrolled a farmer. Giv en at 
Russellv ille, Kentucky , this the eighteenth 
day of March, 1863. 
C h a r l e s M a x w e l l , 
Col. 26 th Reg. Ky . Vol. Commanding Post. 
I will say further that I have had the 
exquisite pleasure, Mr, Puntenney , o f 
vo ting fo r such men as Ben. Harriso n, 
James G. Blaine, James A. Garfield, R. 
B. Hay es, and the no ble U. S. Grant; 
and have had the pleasure also o f kno w­ 
ing that all but o ne o f them have been 
President. 
ADd I will say no w that I 
learn fo r the first time that there exists 
a ring thro ugh which men get to be Dep­ 
uty Sheriff. 
J a m es M. F e lt s . 


The Dependent Pension Act 
. 
General Raum, Co mmissio ner o f Pen­ 
sio ns, has issued the fo llo wing rules and 
regulatio ns fo r the info rmatio n and 
go vernment o f perso ns making applica­ 
tio n fo r pensio n under the pensio n act 
appro ved June 27, 1890: 
All pensio ns UDder this act will co m­ 
mence fro m the date o f filing the appli­ 
catio n (executed after the passage o f the 
act) in the Pensio n Bureau, 
No applicatio n o r declaratio n will be 
go o d if executed befo re June 27, 1890 
(date o f the act), o r if no t in the fo rm, sub­ 
stantially , prescribed by the Secretary . 
Discharge certificate need no t be filed 
until called fo r. 
The rates o f this law!are no t aflected 
by the rank o f the so ldier. 
The act pro vides the fo llo wing rates : 
Fo r dependent father o r mo ther, $12 ; 
the wido w, $8, and $2 additio nal fo r 
each child o f so ldier under sixteen 
y ears, and if the wido w dies the child o r 
children can draw such pensio n* The 
so ldier is entitled to any rate fro m $6 to 
$12, acco rding to inability to earn a sup­ 
po rt. 
A pensio ner under existing laws may 
apply unde^ this o ne, o r a pensio ner 
under 
this o ne may apply 
under 
o ther laws, but can draw o nly o ne pen­ 
sio n at the same time. 
This law requires in a so ldier’s qpse: 
1. An ho no rable discharge. 
2. That he 
served at least ninety day s. 
3. A per­ 
manent phy sical o r mental inability to 
earn a suppo rt, but no t due to vicio us 
habits. 
(It need no t have o rignated in 
the service.) 
In case o f a wido w: 1. That the 
» o Jdier served at least ninety day s. 
2. 
That he was ho no rably discharged. 
3. 
Pro o f o f death, but it need no t have 
been the result o f his army service. 
4. 
That the wido w is witho ut o ther means 
o f suppo rt than her day labo r. 
5. That 
she married so ldier prio r to June 27, 
1890, date o f the act. 
In dependent parent’s case : 1. That 
the so ldier died o f wo und, injury o r 
disease which, under prio r laws, wo uid 
have given him a pensio n. 
2. That he 
left no wife o r mino r child. 
3. That 
mo ther (o r father) is at present depen­ 
dent upo n her o wn manual labo r, o r the 
co ntributio ns o f o thers no t legally bo und 
fo r her (o r his) suppo rt. 
The rules aud regulatio ns o f the de­ 
partment will go vern applicants and at­ 
to rney s. 
The fee shall in no case be greater 
than $10, and o nly as shall be agreed 
upo n hereunder between the claimant 
and agent.

Scallop Shells. 
In o lden times when pilgrims came 
fro m the Ho ly Land they wo re as an 
emblem o f their vo ws a pretty bro wn 
and white shell, called St. James’ shell, 
no w better kno wn as a scallo p shell. 
Large shells o f this kind were early 
utilized as baking dishes, and have 
given their name to a great number o f 
excellent 
scallo ped 
o r 
“escailo ped” 
preparatio ns o f fish and meat. 
Of late 
y ears luxurio us taste has demanded 
so mething mo re co stly , and silver shells 
in the shape o f the o ld sea shell, at $50 
a do zen, have taken the place o f 
scallo p shells at sixty cents a do zen. 
The smaller scallo p shells are exceed­ 
ingly pretty fo r many deco rative pur­ 
po ses. 
Their wavy shape and delicate 
hues o f bro wn and cream are so beau­ 
tiful that they have been used fo r fancy 
wo rk by many peo ple who wo uld have 
been sho cked if they had kno wn the 
shell was as co mmo n as an o y ster, and 
was thro wn away fro m o ur market 
stalls by the bulk. 
The natural scallo p shell is co vered 
with a ro ugh co ating, which is easily re­ 
mo ved by so aking it in a weak so lutio n 
o f chlo rate o f lime and water, in pro ­ 
po rtio n o f half a po und o f lime to a gal 
Io n o f water. 
The shells must each be 
pierced fo ur times o n each side o f the 
base and o nce higher up o n each side if 
they are to be so wn o n velvet o r silk to 
bo rder a cushio n o r fo rm a wreath 
aro und the base o f a pretty circular 
wo rk bag. 
This is do ne with a single 
dro p o f caustic. 
Only a tiny dro p must 
be used, and a ho le must be instantly 
drilled thro ugh with a stro ng needle. 
As so Qu as^ajho le, is pierced the shell 
must be dro pped in co fd water to sto p 
the actio n o f the acid, which might 
o therwise spread. As so o n as the shells 
are pierced vamish them with the finest 
white vamish used by artists. 
It will 
hardly sho w, but will bring o ut the co l 
o re as Lo icRng a shell in water do es.— 
New Yo rk Tribune.

Father Miller was the last of the two 
surviving male members of the Rashville 
Presbyterian church who were there 
when the writer of these lines took 
charge as pastor, fifty-five years ago. 
Brother Miller never aspired to be great 
or do great things. 
Modest and retiring 
in life, but firm in his purposes, he was 
esteemed by the community. 
He loved 
the church with which he was connected, 
and was liberal in her support. 
In his 
general character two points were char­ 
acteristic, as noted and understood m 
the community where he was best known 
—“ he was an honest man,” “ he was a 
Christian man.” 
The savor of his life is 
a heritage for bis family and friends. He 
died on Saturday evening, J une 28th, in 
the 89th year of his age.

admiratio n o f the go o d and the great 
if he have no intimate relatio n to Jesu s 
Christ. There is a pride and a depravi­ 
ty in his so u l that he has never disco v­ 
ered. 
A brilliant o u tside will be no 
apo lo gy fo r a depraved inside. 
It is no 
theo rv o f mine, bu t an anno u ncement 
o f Go d, who canno t lie. “By the deeds

Open the do o r o f heaven and 
lo o k in. 
Ho ward is there, bu t he did 
no t secu re his entrance by the du ngeo ns 
he illu mined and the iazzaretto s Into 
which he carried the medicines.

by the shipwrecks and impriso nments 
and sco u rgings. 
On a thro ne o verto p­

as 
when 
it 
glided 
into 
Eden, and 
as 
plau sibly as 
when 
it talked to Christ 
at the to p o i 
the temple, it no w addresses men. 
Co u ld peo ple lo o k 
u po n sin as it 
always is—an exhalatio n fro m 
the 
pit, the pu trefactio n o f infinite capaci­ 
ties, the ghastly, lo athso me, Go d smit­ 
ten mo nster that u pro o ted Eden and 
killed Christ and wo u ld pu sh the en­ 
tire race into darkness and pain—the 
infernal charm wo u ld be bro ken, 
Be­ 
fo re o u r first parents transgressed, sin 
appeared to them the sweetness o f 
fru it and the beco ming as go ds. To Ab­ 
salo m it was the pleasu re o f sitting u po n 
a thro ne. 
To men no w sin is lau gh­ 
ter and permissio n to lu xu rio u s gratifi­ 
catio n. Jesu s Christ in my text su g­ 
gests a fact which everybo dy o u ght to 
kno w, and tliat is that sin, to hide its 
defo rmity and shame, is accu sto med to 
wearing a clo ak; and the Savio u r also 
sets fo rth the tru th tliat Go d can see 
straight thro u gh all su ch wrappings and 
thicknesses. 
I want no w to speak o f 
several 
kinds o f clo aks with which 
men expect to co ver u p their iniqu i­ 
ties, fo r the fashio n in regard to these 
garments is co nstantly changing, and 
every day beho lds so me new style o f 
wearing them, and if yo u will tarry a 
little while I will sho w yo u five o r six 
o f the patterns o f clo aks. 
THE CLOAK OF POWER. 
First, I remark that there are tho se 
who , being ho no red with o fficial po wer, 
expect to make th at a su ccessfu l clo ak 
fo r their sins. 
There is a sacredness in 
o ffice. 
Go d liimseLf is king, and all 
who ho ld au tho rity in the wo rld serve 
u nder him. That co mmu nity has co m­ 
mitted a mo nstro u s wro ng who has ele­ 
vated to this dignity perso ns u nqu ali­ 
fied either by their igno rance o r their 
immo rality. 
Natio ns who elevate to

thy king is a child and thy princes 
drink in the mo rning. ” While po sitio ns 
o f tru st may be disgraced by the char­ 
acter o f tho se who fill them, I believe 
Go d wo u ld have u s respectfu l to the 
o ffices tho u gh we may have no admira­ 
tio n fo r their o ccu pants. 
Yet this dig­ 
nity which o ffice co nfers can be no 
apo lo gy fo r transgressio n. 
Nebu chad­ 
nezzar and Allah and Hero d in the day 
o f ju dgment mu st sVnd o n the level 
with the herdsmen that kept their 
¡lo cks and the fishermen o f Galilee. 
Po pe and king and president and go v­ 
erno r mu st give an acco u nt to Go d, and 
be ju dged by the same law as that 
which ju dges the beggar and the slave. 
Sin is all the mo re o bno xio u s when it 
is imperial and lo rdly. 
Yo u canno t 
make pride o r inju stice o r cru elty sa­ 
cred by giving it a thro ne. 
Belshazzar’s decanters co u ld no t keep 
the mysterio u s finger fro m writing o n 
the wi ¿1. 
Allah's sin litercillv bu rled 
him fro m the thro ne to the do gs. 
The 
imperial vestments o f wicked Jeho ram 
co u ld no t keep Jehu ’s arro w fro m strik­ 
ing 
thro u gh 
his 
heart. 
Jezebel’s 
qu eenly pretensio n co u ld no t save her 
fro m being thro wn o ver the wall. 
No 
barricade o f thro nes can arrest Go d’s 
ju stice in 
its u nerring march. 
No 
splendo r o r thickness o f o fficial ro bes 
can be a su fficient clo ak o f sin. 
Henry 
VIII, Lo u is XV, Catharine o f Ru ssia, 
Mary o f England—did their cro wns 
save them ? 
No ru ler ever sat so high 
that the King o f kings was no t abo ve 
Him. 
All victo rs shall bo w befo re him 
who o n the white ho rse go eth fo rth 
co nqu ering and to co nqu er. 
POLITENESS DOESN’T HIDE SIN FROM 
GOD. 
Again, elegance o f maimers canno t 
su ccessfu lly hide iniqu ity fro m the eye 
o f Go d. 
That mo del, gentlemanly 
apo stle, Pau l, writes to u s: “ Be co u r­ 
teo u s.” That man can neither be a 
respectable wo rldling no r a co nsistent 
Christian who lacks go o d manners. 
He is shu t o u t fro m refined circles and 
he certainly o u ght to be hindered fro m 
entering the chu rch. 
We canno t o ver­ 
lo o k that in a man which we co u ld 
hardly excu se in a bear. 
One o f the 
first effects o f the grace o f Go d u po n 
in individu al is to make him a gentle­ 
man. Gru ffness, awkwardness, implac­ 
ability, clan nisi mess are fru its o f the 
devil, while gentleness and meekness 
are fru its o f the Spirit. 
Bu t while these 
excellences o f manner are so impo rtant 
they canno t hide any defo rmity o f 
mo ral character. 
Ho w o ften it is that 
we find attractiveness o f perso n, su avi- 
:y o f manners, gracefu lness o f co nver­ 
satio n, gallantry o f behavio r thro wn 
like wreaths u po n mo ral death. 
The flo wers that gro w u po n the 
sco riae o f Vesu viu s do no t make it any 
less o f a vo lcano . 
The sepu lchres in 
Christ’s time did no t exhau st all the 
whitewash. So me o f the biggest sco u n­ 
drels have been Hie mo st fascinating. 
If there are any depending o n o u tward 


steeets o f a city and lo o king into the 
do o rs o f ho vels and the dens o f co r­ 
ru ptio n they call them Go d fo rsaken 
abo des. 
Bu t yo u might walk alo ng 
the avenu es thro u gh which the o pu lent 
ro ll in their flo u rishing po mp and into 
mansio ns elegantly ado rned and find 
that even in the admired walks o f life 
Satan wo rks iu iseiiief and death. 
The 
first temptatio n Satan wro u ght in a 
garden, and he u nderstands yet mo st 
tho ro u ghly ho w to insinu ate himseli 
into any do o r o f ease and splendo r. 
Men frequ ently ju dge o f sin by the 
places in which it is co mmitted, bu t in­ 
iqu ity in satin is to Go d as lo athso me 
a» iniqu ity in rags, and in the day o i 
ju dgment the sins o f Madiso n avenu e 
and Elm street will all be driven in 
o ne herd. 
Men canno t escape at last 
fo r being respectably sinfu l. Yo u kno w 
Dives was clo thed in pu rple and fine 
linen and fared su mptu o u sly every day, 
bu t liis fine clo thes and go o d dinners 
did no t save him. 
He might o n earth 
have dru nk so mething as rich as cham­ 
pagne and co gnac, bu t at last he asked 
fo r o ne dro p o f water. 
Yo u canno t trade o ff yo u r attractive 
abo des here fo r a ho u se o f many man­ 
sio ns o n high, and yo u r elegant shade 
gro ves here will no t warrant yo u a seat 
u nder the tree o f life. 
When Go d 
dro ve Adam and Eve o u t o f Eden he 
sho wed that merely living in a garden 
o f delights and co mfo rts will never 
save a man o r a wo man. 
By giving 
yo u so mu ch earthly lu xu ry and refine­ 
ment he intimated that he wo u ld have 
yo u enjo y yo u rselves, bu t he wo u ld 
no t have yo u wrap yo u rself u p in them 
as a clo ak to hide yo u r sins. 
Go d no w 
walks in yo u r garden as he did in 
Eden, even in the co o l o f the day, and 
he stands by yo u r well as he did by a 
well in Samaria, and he wo u ld make 
yo u r co mfo rt o n earth a type o f yo u r 
raptu re in heaven. 
SOUND HEADS AND ROTTEN HEARTS. 
Fu rthermo re, mere so u ndness o f re­ 
ligio u s belief will no t hide o u r iniqu i­ 
ties. 
There are men who se heads are 
as so u nd as Jo hnathan Edwards’ o r 
Jo hn Wesley’s, who se hearts are as ro t­ 
ten as To m Paine’s o r Charles Gu i- 
teau ’s. 
It Ls impo rtant that we be the­ 
o retical Christians. 
It is u tter fo lly in 
this day fo r a man to have no prefer­ 
ence fo r any o ne fo rm o f faith, when it 
is s«> easv to beco me co nversant with 
the faith o f the different sectsv An in 
to xicated man staggered into my ho u se 
o ne night begging fo r lo dging. 
He 
made great pretentio ns to religio n. 
I 
asked where he went to chu rch. 
He 
said: “No where; I belo ng to liberal 
Christianity.” Bu t there are tho se who 
never beco me Christians becau se their 
o bstinacy prevents them fro m ever tak­ 
ing a fair view o f what religio n is. 
They are like a bru te beast hi the fact 
that their greatest strength lies in their 
ho rns. 
They are co mbatant, and all 
they are ever willing to do fo r their 
so u ls is to enter an ecclesiastical fight. 
I have met men who wo u ld talk all 
day u po n the ninth chapter o f Ro mans 
who were tho ro u ghly helpless befo re 
the fo u rteenth chapter o f .Jo lin. 
Bu t 
there are tho se who , having escaped 
fro m this co nditio n, are no w depending 
entirely u po n their so u ndness o f re­ 
ligio u s theo ry. 
The do ctrines o f man’s 
depravity and Christ’s ato nement and 
Go d’s so vereignty are theo retically re­ 
ceived by them. 
Bu t, alas! there they 
sto p. 
It is o nly the shell o f Christiani­ 
ty, co ntaining 
no evangelical 
life. 
They stand lo o king o ver into heaven 
and admire its beau ty and its so ng, and 
are so please 4 "itU the lo o ks fro m the 
o u tside that they canno t be indu ced to 
enter. They co u ld make a better argu ­ 
ment fo r the tru th than ten tho u sand 
Christians who have in their hearts re­ 
ceived it. 
If syllo gisms and dilemmas 
and so u nd pro po sitio ns and lo gical de­

They co u ld co rrectly de­ 
fine 
repentance 
and 
faith 
and 
the 
ato nement, 
while 
they 
liave 
never felt o ne so rro w fo r sin no r ex­ 
ercised 
a mo ment’s 
co nfidence 
in 
the great sacrifice. 
They are almo st 
immo vable in their po sitio n. 
We can­ 
no t present anything abo u t the religio n 
o f Clirist that they do no t kno w. 
The 
Savio u r described the fate o f su ch a 
o ne in his parable: 4 ‘And that servant 
which knew his Lo rd’s will, and pre­ 
pared no t himself, neither did acco rd­ 
ing to his will, shall be beaten with 
many stripes. ” 
Theo ries in religio n 
have a beau ty o f their o wn, bu t if they 
resu lt iu no warmth o f Christian life it 
is the beau ty o f ho rnblende and feld­ 
spar. 
Do no t call su ch co ldness and 
hardness religio n. 
The river o f life 
never freezes o ver. 
Icicles never hang 
o n the eaves o f heaven. 
So u ndness o f 
intelleetu al belief is a beau tifu l clo ak, 
well yjo ven and well cu t, bu t in the 
ho u r when Go d shall demand o u r so u ls 
it will no t o f itself be su fficient to hide 
o u r iniqu ities. 
BETTER THAN A CLOAK. 
My friends, can it be that I have been 
u nkind, and to m fro m yo u so me ho pe 
u po n which yo u were resting fo r tiiu e 
and eternity? Verily, I wo u ld be u n­ 
kind if, haying taken away yo u r clo ak, 
I did no t o ffer yo u so mething better. 
This is a co ld wo rld and yo u want 
so mething to wrap aro u nd yo u r spirit. 
Christ o ffers yo u a ro be to day. 
He 
wo ve it himself, and he will no w with 
his o wn hand prepare it ju st to fit yo u r 
so u l. 
The righteo u sness he o ffers is 
like the co at he u sed to wear abo u t 
Ju dea, witho u t seam fro m to p to bo t­ 
to m. 
There is a day o f do o m. 
Co w­ 
ard wo u ld I be if I did no t dare tell 
yo u this. 
It shall be a day o f u nu tter­ 
able disappo intment to tho se who have 
tru sted in their o fficial dignity, in their 
slegant manners, in 
their o u tward 
mo rality, in their so u ndness o f inteHect- 
lal belief. 
Bu t I see a so u l standing befo re Go d 


who o nce was tho ro u ghly defiled. 
Yet 
lo o k at him and yo u canno t find a sin­ 
gle transgressio n anywhere abo u t him. 
IIo w is this? yo u ask. 
Was he no t 
o n ce a Sabbath breaker, a blasphemer, 
a ro bber, a perju rer, a thief, a mu r­ 
derer? Yes, bu t Christ hath cleansed 
him. Christ hath lifted him u p. Christ 
hath rent o ff liis rags. 
Christ hath 
clo thed him in a spo tless ro be o f 
righteo u sness. 
That is the reaso n why 
yo u canno t see his fo rmer degradatio n. 
This glo rio u s ho pe in Christ's naxie is 
pro ffered to day. 
Wandering and way­ 
ward so u l, is no t this salvatio n wo rth 
o o mihg fo r, wo rth striving fo r? Do 
yo u wo nder that so many with bitter 
weeping have beso u ght it, and with a 
very enthu siasm o f so rro w cried fo r 
divine co mpassio n?
